But the chief reason for, the use 
of the full name is from a business 
standpoint. The province js at an 
age when a large proportion of her 
business correspondence goes either 
over the border or overseas, and the 
word "Alberta” would be much 
more intelligible to the stranger 
outside our gates than the contrac¬ 
tion, and there would be some ad¬ 
vertisement for the province in it,

Those who have hastily assumed 
the Increasing an 1 multiplying moving 
picture theatres to be dens of poison¬ 
ed needle Iniquity will do well to re¬ 
consider their Judgment. In some 
places those establishments are ac¬ 
counted active and efficient agencies 
for righteousness, and lt«ls autbori- 
tlavely declared that their influence 
for good on public morals Is plainly 
perceptible. 

In Manchester, England, for ex¬ 
ample, a city magistrate is reported 
as saying that the “movies" are night¬ 
ly keeping thousands of men out of 
driktng plaoes, with the result that 
the drinking habits of the city are 
showing a marked improvement. The 
‘movies”, remain open until about the 
time set for the closing of bars, so 
that there Is little If any opportunity 
for men to get drunk after leaving the 
former; and small as the admission 
fee to the shows is few seem willing 
to forfeit even T£ fraction of it by 
leaving before the last film Is reeled 
off- Therefore the great majority of 
thoso who go to the.‘movies” are thus 
practically kept from going to di Ink¬ 
ing places. _ 

This result Is not at ail surprising, 
and It Is gratifying. Perhaps, too, it 
may convey a profitable suggestion to 
those who are working to abate .the 
evils of temperance. It is a truism 
that men and women, tpo, require en¬ 
tertainment and social diversion. Too 
often the saloon has been the only 
“poor man’s club.” If It is now large¬ 
ly replaced by the “poor man's 
theatre” the gain will be great.—New 
York Tribune. 


Moderate Incomes tbs Best 
One more lesson may be noted from 
the experience of the family. It Is 
that a group which commands moder¬ 
ate resources yields ths best results 
In character and capacity.

Painting Rocks With Oatmeal 
In the Zoological Gardens In Lon¬ 
don they have just finished build¬ 
ing a series of concrete hills and 
terraces upon which wild animals 
will roam at large under conditions 
as nearly natural as possible.

COAST DEFENCE TRAINS 


Hops of Curing Cancer by Radium 


French Have Designed Moveable 


Forte for Protection of Long 
Coast Line 

A a rntiro coast-defence battery 
mounted on railway trucks Is the 
answer of French military authorities 
to tpp que-.tion of how to secure posi¬ 
tive^, defense over long coast lines 
with economy. The advantages claim¬ 
ed for these mobile batteries are the 
ecoiomy in the preparation for th? 
defenco of any place, as the batteries 
on wheels cost less titan permanent 
fixed batteries and can be sent to 
threatened, points from places \ hero 
they are not needed, the only expense 
being for laying the rails. Then, too, 
no coast-defence plans can be sold to 
the enemy, no photographs, or draw¬ 
ings stolen, for no permanent works 
indicate where the salient points of 
this defence r.re located. No special 
roads need be laid, for military rail¬ 
ways can be used in time of peacs for 
commercial purposes, and .in war 
time, peaceful roads utilized for war 
purposes. Tbo guns so far manufac¬ 
tured for this work are of howitzer 
pattern, and In 7.87-in„ 6-in„ and 4.7- 
in sizes. They are protected by tur¬ 
rets, and the ammunition cars are ar¬ 
mored. An interesting feature ofo.ie 
car used In the French manoeuvres is 
an observation tower extending some 
40 feet above the rail tops 


Experts 

All hope of curing cancer by rad¬ 
ium has been abandoned by some of 
the foremost surgeons and research 
workers of the country who declared 
at a recent meeting of the American 
Society for the Control of Cancer, 
that the failures cf radlut. outnum¬ 
bered the cures 100 to l. 

That nothing 1 b of avail against 
the most dreadet* disease, but the 
speedy use of the knife, was the opin¬ 
ion advanced by Dr. William Mayo of 
Rochester,' Minn. Operation is the 
only cure, but radium or ray treat¬ 
ment la in order as a temporary palla- 
tlve, where operation 1 b impossible, 
according to Dr. Wood, director of 
Cancer research at Columbia uni¬ 
versity. Failures from radium out¬ 
numbered the cures 100 to 1, he said. 
Another generation, will he required 
to furnish knowledge of the real 
cause and actual nature of cancer, he 
said. Experiments for 36 entries 
show that heredity plays a small part, 
if any at all, in its appearance. 

No Progress and Little Hope 

It was expected that the members 
would have something hopeful to re¬ 
port on the Investigation. They ad¬ 
mitted no progress and held out little 
hope. They united In saying that 
they discovered neither the cause nor 
the nature of cancer. Then they 
proved by statistics that cancer Is on 
the Increase. 

That a change in the habits and 
customs may reduce the disease to 
some extent, was a ray of hope held 
out by Mr. Mayo, who also said any 
cancer could be cured if operated up¬ 
on in its early stages. 

“If we could only tell how to avoid 
it I would be glad, because I am 
frank to admit that wc do not know," 
he declared. He said the statement 
that the use of meat was one of the 
habits to be avoided in connection 
with cancer was wrongly attributed 
to him. 

A -lay of Hope 

The only optimistic note at the 
meeting was struck by J. Collins 
Warren, chairman of the Harvard 
Cancer Commission, who after re¬ 
viewing Its work, stated that the 
proipects for progress in fightinr'ean- 
cer had never seemed. so bright as 
now. . J 

Immediate discovery of tbe cause 
of cancer could scarcely be expected, 
but scientific commission and re- 
search work had entered upon a field, 
where progress was sure, though 
alow, he declared. 


THE CONSTRUCTION PROGRAM 
OF THREE TRANSCONTIN¬ 
ENTAL RAILWAYS 


AN INTERAROVINCIAL HIGHWAY 
FROM THE ATLANTIC TO 
THE PACIFIC COAST 


Schema Ic Now Well Launched and t 
Recel.lng Considerable Attention 
by Various Associations East and 
West Throughout the Dominion. 
An inter-provincial highway, run¬ 
ning from the Atlantic to the Paclfla 
coast, is a schema that is receiving 
considerable attention at the present 
time. Various associations have been 
organized with a view to bringing 
about the construction of this route, 
and its ultimate success now seems 
certain. This scheme was first moot¬ 
ed three or four years ago, and the 
possibilities wereAhown by the trip 
undertaken by II. J. Wllby. The out¬ 
come of the ugitatlon In favor of this 
scheme was the organization of what 
has become known as the Dominion 
Highways association. This organiza¬ 
tion has gone to considerable ex¬ 
pense in order to educate the people 
of l anatja to the Immense value of 
such an inter-provincial route. 

As with all big schemes, public 
opinion moves but slowly, and where 
the scheme deserve; merit, p usually 
gets it—it is only n. question of time. 
The early endeavors of the Dominion 
Highways Association and various 
other bodies did not readily succeed, 
but the weight of their arguments la 


Work Mapped Cut Shows That Many 

Miles of New Branch Lines Will be 

Constructed—Many Milea of New 

Territory to be Servod 

This year’s program of railway 
construction work In Manitoba, Al¬ 
berta and Saskatchewan has now 
Leen definitely decided on. The Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway grading is be¬ 
ing done on the 16 mile extenalon of 
the Moose Jaw southwest branch be¬ 
yond Expanse. Steel will be laid on 
this in 1914. The C.P.R. are no~r 
calling for tenders for the grading 
of 26 miles which is a further exten¬ 
sion of the line from Sterling East, 
which when completed will mean 
that the road projects 76 miles east 
from Sterling, Sask., and within '44 
miles of the Weyburn west line. Steel 
however, may not be laid this year. 
This is, the C.P.R.’s secqnu alterna¬ 
tive route ft-om Winnipeg to Van¬ 
couver via the Crow's Nest Pass and 
the Kettle Valley route. Tne C.P.R- 
will db grading operations as fol¬ 
lows: 72 miles on the Monltor-Ke:- 
robert line, 26 miles SuffiMd south 
westerly; 87 miles on the line run¬ 
ning west of Weyburn, 25 miles on a 
line running north westerly from Cor¬ 
onation and 126 miles on the line 
from Bassano' easterly. The total 
lines under construction in Alberta 
is 206, in Saskatchewan River ex¬ 
tending from and laying steel on the 
Expanse line, 16 milre.. 

Grand Trunk Pacific—The O.T.P. 
operations will be largely confined to 
the branch into Prince Albert from 
Young, Sask., apd the track laying on 
the Brandon branch In Manitoba. The 
main line in British Columbia will be 
completed. 

Canadian Northern Railway—Con¬ 
struction work will be done on the 
Peace River line ffom Onoway on 
the main line north westerly. There 
is also a line on the north .de of the 
Saskatchewan river extending from 
Oliver to meet tbe branch running 
west from North Battleford. Work 
will be in progress on th- Calgary- 
Lethbridge h-aneb and on the Elrose 
to Alsask branch and Gravelburg- 
Swlft Current line- There is also the 
extension of the Thunder Hill branch 
and the branch from Wroxton to, 
Yorkton. 


RETAIN FREEDOM 


Germany’s Vexed Question in Eaat 
Africa Under Review 

A white paper deallnc with tbe 
vexed question of,"serfdom” in Ger¬ 
man East Africa'has been drpwn up 
by the governor of the protectorate In 
reply to a Reichstag resolution on de¬ 
siring the abolition of serfdom by 
January 1, 1920. It has been the sub¬ 
ject Of much criticism In the budget 
committee from Socialist and Centre 
party deputies. It saya that It would 
be a highly dangerous experiment to 
abolish the serfdom by a fixed date. 
The colonial secretary, Dr. Solf, fully 
agreed witb this view, and was sup¬ 
ported by the National Liberals. The 
resolution la extremely unlikely to 
take effect. 

According to the "German law, 
every native horn after December, 
h !905, la free. The mild ‘‘serfdom’’ 
now existing in East Africa is a sur¬ 
vival of tribal warfare and of the 
Arab conquests. In the days of tho 
prosperous slave trade centred In 
Zanxlbar the prisoners of war were 
sold to dealers and carried out of the 
country, but now that the trade has 
languished with the establishment of 
European rule the serfs remain and 
work in the country until they can 
purchase their freedom. 

There are estimated to be at pres¬ 
ent about 185,000 serfs in German 
East Africa. Thejr numbers are rap¬ 
idly dwindling and in fifteen years’ 
time ‘‘serfdom’’ will. It is estimated, 
be extinct.

An object lesson In the successful 
Canadianlzatlon of tho foreigner was 
afforded the writer at the closing ex¬ 
ercises of the special classes for for¬ 
eigners conducted by the Calgary 
school board. Calgary may be called 
the metropolis of the westermost 
prairies, situated as It is a consid¬ 
erable distance from any other big 
ceutre In Western Canada, and be¬

Suez Canal Deeepr 

Announcement has just been made 
that the deepening of tbe Suez canql 
has been completed, and the water¬ 
way now has a depth of 29 feet for 
ita entire length. Originally it was 
planned to give the canal i. depth of 
2614 feet, and for years after It 
was completed this Oepth was main¬ 
tained. Increase in tbe size of ves¬ 
sels routed through this short cut to 
tile Orient made It necessary to deep¬ 
en the cut, and dredging operations 
conducted In the early eighties added 
one foot to the depth. Six years ago 
the new finished undertaking was 
begun, and throughout the 100 miles 
of navigation from Port Said to SUez 
dredges have removed" silt and sand, 
deepening the waterway to 29 fe»* 
Already proposals are being consider¬ 
ed for a further dredging, which will 
make the minimum depth thirty 
feet. The Panama cxnal, while but 
fifty miles long, cost nearly $300,000,- 
000, as compared with the Suez ex¬ 
penditure of $96,600,000 foi twico the 
distance. The Panama canal, how¬ 
ever, is 40 feet deep and 300 feet 
wide, while its. eastern rival Is con¬ 
siderably narrower, only 200 to 265 
feet In width, and is a sea-level ex¬ 
cavation mainly through sand.

GOVERNMENT TO ACT 


Saskatchewan Department Will be 

Selling Agents for Wodl Growers 
— Tbe Saskatchewan department of 
agriculture announces that during the 
present season it will act as a selling 
agency for wool-growers «-f the pro¬ 
vince. Shipments of wool may be 
made in carload lots, must be for¬ 
warded to Regina during June, and 
tbe commodity will be placed on the 
market free of charge to the farmer, 
who will, however, have to meet all 
expenses Incidental to the shipment, 
local freight rates, and also grading. 
Among the deductions will be the 
cost of twine and sacks. 

The department has decided to em¬ 
bark on this new policy in.order to 
demonstrate the advantages to be de¬ 
rived from the production of tho 
choicest quality of wool and from the 
marketing of wool in bulk, and also 
to encourage sheep-growing among 
grain farmers. During the winter 
months an exhaustive inquiry was in¬ 
stituted into the condition of the 
sheep industry, and'It was discovered 
that there are in the .province 600 
owners of flocks ranging in size from 
one or two to ten thousand heat. 

A bulletin on the new policy will 
be sent to every wool-grower In the. 
province. 


TREATY IS RENEWED 


ARE THE PRAIRIES PERMANENT? 


REMOUNTS FOR WAR PURPOSES 


Signs of Their Disappearance In 
the West as Growth of Trees 

is Encouraged s , __ 

_Thc dictionary’ defines a prairie as 
“a le.el or rilling tract of (reeless 
land covered with eoarse grass,” 
Strictly speaking, then, the prairies 
no longer exist in Canada except loc¬ 
ally, for there are no longer any 
large areas exempt from settlement 
and the settlers throughout the west 
have already be?n a up; 1 by tbe 
Dominion Frieatry Branch' with over 
24,000,000 trees, all of which have 
been planted and Most of which are 
growing up” in the form of woodlots 
and sbelterbelts. So successful have 
been these plantations and so great 
has the demand for trees grown, that 
the Indian Head Nursery Station, 
which has an annual, capacity of ap¬ 
proximately three million trees, can 
no longer supply this demand and it 
has been neressary to establish a 
brajich nursery at Saskatoon. 

The opinion was once wide-spread 
that tbe prairieg-nvere naturally tree¬ 
less nad many ingenious tbeyr! i 
were advanced to account for ti.is 
treelessness. Ona was that the soil 
was too fine; a second that the soil 
was all right, but that because of the 
thick sod the^ tree seeds could not 
reach it; another theory was that 
there was insufficient rainfall, and 
still another that the dry winter 
winds killed the buds and twigs. But 
If apy of these factors have been det¬ 
rimental to tree-growth on the 
prairies In the' past, tho Forestry 
Branch has since succeeded in pro¬ 
ducing trees which are so adapted to 
climatic conditions that growth is as¬ 
sured, if the trees are given a proper 
start. 

The most probable cause cf the 
treelessness of the prairies Is man, 
not nature. The fact that th > In¬ 
dians long ago were in the habit of 
setting fires to the forests and grass¬ 
lands ill order to afford better graz¬ 
ing, and that in the fall, when these 
fires were usually set, the prevailing 
winds were westerly, seems to prove 
that from the arid plains of South¬ 
ern Alberta and the United States, 
the area of treelesB land was gradual¬ 
ly extended by fire hundreds of miles 
easterly./ But in Manitoba, since 
these fires have ceased, the western 
fringe of forest has begun to recover 
lost ground, and,. aided by artificial 
reforeatratlon under the stimulus of 
the Forestry Branch, tree-growth will 
soon be as common on the prairies 
as on the farms of Eastern Canada. 


Pact Between Great Britain and U.S, 
With Regard to Arbitratl.n ia 
Renewed For Five Yeats 

The arbitration treaty of 1908 be¬ 
tween the United States and Grei ; 
Britain was renewed recently by the 
exchanged ratifications at tbe state 
department. Tbe treaty was signed 
for tho United States by Secretary 
of State Bryan, and for Great Britain, 
by Sir Cecil Spring Rite, British am-" 
bassador. 

The treaty is continued in effect for 
a period of five years from the date 
of ratification. The original from of 
the treaty was preserved without 
change. ’ ( 

Great Britain advanced the sugges¬ 
tion that fhere be incorporated In the 
terms of the treatyya provision simi¬ 
lar to that contained in various com¬ 
mercial treaties by which the life of 
the treaty continues until one year 
after notification cf one or the other 
of the ’contracting parties, that that 
party desires to terminate the agree- 
men. „ 

This proposition wag not objection¬ 
able to this gqvernment, but the 
necessity of sending the treaty to the 
senate r ratification and the pos¬ 
sible entanglements likely to arise in 
the present stress of feeling over the 
tolls question dictated tbe wisdom of 
adhering to tITfe old form, and not 
trying to attempt any new arrange¬ 
ment. 


New Scheme For Ranch on Land 
North of Medicine Hat 

Hon. Colonel Sam Hughes lias 
been empowered by the government 
to lease to the National Livestock 
Exchange, Limited, townships 20, 21> 
and 22, range 3, west of fourth Meri¬ 
dian, comprising 66,000 acres 6t the 
land lying sixty miles north of Medi¬ 
cine Hat and south of the Red Deer 
river, for the purpose of collecting 
and providing thereon lialf-br«.e cav¬ 
alry remounts. The company will 
pay an annual rental of two cents per 
acre for the land. The terms V this 
lease are that the company shall pro¬ 
duce halfbred dams remounts to the 
number of not less than 1,500 each 
year after 1916. Tbe government of 
Canada is to have the horses raised 
by the exchange and the company 
must hold and mature until th » age 
of three and a half years all horse; 
which the minister of militia may de¬ 
sire for military purposes. The prlcv 
to be paid by the minister is not to 
exceed the substantial sum of $250 
per head- 

It is further agreed that the war 
office of Great Britain may have pre¬ 
emption rights at the same price and 
terms in respect to such horses as 
remain after the minister has made 
his choice. The exchange uat have 
the right, ho vever, tj retain- fifty fil¬ 
lies and fifty colts each year for 
breeding purposes.

Resultc at Experimental Farms 

For twenty-six yearn the Dominion 
Experimental farms have been exper¬ 
imenting with grain crops at the var¬ 
ious farms and stations distributed 
over Canadh, trying to learn which 
varieties give U^st results in tbe dif¬ 
ferent provinces. Not -only have the 
best known sorts produced at Other 
places been grown side by side, but 
a’, the Central farm at Ottawa now 
varieties have been bred, and when 
found desirable, perpetuated and dis¬ 
tributed to grower?. 

For the information of the Canad¬ 
ian farmer the more important re¬ 
sults of the season of 1913 at the dif¬ 
ferent farms have been put together 
in summarized form and issued In 
Bulletin No. 4. There are included in 
this some recommendations as to var¬ 
ieties to grow, and method of produc¬ 
tion to follow that should provo of 
great service to growers in all parts 
of Canada. 

Referring to "Marquis” wheat 
which was bred at Ottawa, the bul¬ 
letin says, "Marquis produces very 
large crops, hag usually good straw, 
and is more resistant to rust than 
most of. the, common varieties."

Is almost indispensable (lacking the 
use of Esperanto -or some such uni¬ 
versal medium of converse) in com¬ 
municating with students of so many 
nationalities as this—Scandinavians, 
Slavs, Teutons, Latins, and so forth. 
In the Berltiz system, no other lang¬ 
uage is used but that which is being 
taught, and no translation is under¬ 
taken by the instructor. The speak¬ 
ing of English ig the first effort and 
then successively Reading and writ¬ 
ing. In the intermediate group, inter¬ 
esting debates have been held and 
the keenest interest has been mani¬ 
fested hi the discussion of such top¬ 
ics as prohibition, women's suffrage 
and the advantage or disadvantages 
of city life as compared with country 
life. That French, Dutch, German, 
Danish, Swedish and Austrians can 
be brought to such perfection that 
they can argue on controversial mat¬ 
ters In a language which until a few 
months before had been unknown to 
all of them Is, Incidentally, a great 
achievement. In the advanced groups 
of the classes, a book on civics has 
been stuoied, and the students have 
acquired an introduction to a know¬ 
ledge of the government of the city, 
the province of Alberta, the Dominion 
of Canada, and the British empire; 
until, as one student volunteered, 
from being unacquainted with Eng¬ 
lish they had in a year been advanced 
to being able to read newspapers and 
to take interest in all political Issues, 
from the tariff question to the local 
market problem. 

The closing exercises were attend¬ 
ed by a large number of people—the 
students themselves, the friends they 
had brought with them and who, not 
having attended the classes, sat gog¬ 
gle-eyed thronghout the whole per¬ 
formance ;jid the very commonplace 
English-speaking folks who. came ouj 
of curiosity. Represented in the hall 
were (besides Canadians. British and 
Americans, Norwegians. Swedes, 
Danish, Dutch, Greek* Italians, Aus¬

CROSS ATLANTIC IN 15 HOURS 


Aviators Dream of Making Trip in 
Luxurious Aerial Pullman 

The expressed opinion of Mr. 
Claude Grahame White that in twen¬ 
ty year:, it will be possible to ovoss 
the Atlantic in fifteen hours, travel¬ 
ling in a luxurious aerial Pullman 
with dining and sleeping facilities, 
lias been endorsed by several well- 
known aviators. — 

Mr. C- B. Hucks, the first Eng¬ 
lishman to loop the loop, tow-ver, 
goes so far as to prophesy that this 
milestone of progress in aeronautics 
would be passed within two years 
from now. He pointed out, in an in¬ 
terview, that a speed of 14J miles an 
hour li.-.d already been attained and 
recently a German airman succeeded 
in remaining in the air for over six¬ 
teen hours, and that a flight when 
sixteen persons were taken up waB 
recently reported from St. Peters¬ 
burg. 

“Crossing the Atlantic,” said Mr. 
Hucks, “will be Exactly like looping 
tte loop. First one man will do It, 
then perhaps some months will 
elapse Lefore an attempt Is made by 
a second man, and when the second- 
man has been successful otbers will 
see that the feat Is not the accom¬ 
plishment of Just one man. and a 
whole processlqn will follow.” 


PARTY VISITS NEW ISLAND 


Finds It Mass of Lava Covered With 
Pumice Stone and White 
Aeh 

• The new island, which recjntly 
sprung up near the Bonin group off 
Japan, has been visited by a party 
from the steamer Chefoo, who de¬ 
scribe it as a mass of -ava covered 
with pumice stone and white ash. The 
Chefoo locates the island at latitude 
north 24.17^degrees and longitude 
east 141.29 degrees. When the steam- 
er approached the Island appeared 
pure wiRte with blackish cliffs rising 
about 200 feet. For a r\diu 3 of three 
miles the sea “was filled with floating 
pumice. The land party found it ex¬ 
ceedingly dangerous to row near the 
cliffs as they wore constantly^break- 
Ing away and falling into the sea to 
join the already great mass of pum¬ 
ice. Also, on account of the very 
soft nature of tbe ru.-face, no at¬ 
tempt was made to Journey inland. 

The main creater was located to the 
southwest, being a quarter of a mile 
wide. It emitted enormous clouds of 
black smoke, obscuring the sun. At 
night there was a red glow and oc¬ 
casional tongues of flames. On the 
eastern side a small cratj.’, which 
discharged poisonous fumes, made an 
approach impossible. The water 
about was warm. 

The captain of the Chefoo thinks 
the whole island will gradually cliff 
off until only the solid central mass 
of lava remains.

SYNOPSIS or CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 

'TpHE sole head of a family, or aay 
I male over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in>Manitpba. Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the 'District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands (not sub agent), on pertain con¬ 
ditions. — - 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
| within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may preempt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
93 per acre. Duties—Six months resi¬ 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 

a uired to earn homestead patent) and 
) acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price. 
93 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth 9300.

Tbe Reid Hill weather man has 
given out bis prognostications for 
the ensoiog summer. The seasoD, 
although apparently dry and cold, 
will become warm and moist to- 
wards tbe dose of May and tbe 
early part of Jane. A regular 
storm period will commence about 
the 25th of this month, and oon- 
tiaue until about June 15th. The 
precipitation will be sufficient 
to keep the crops growiog until 
Jane 1st, when a reactionary period 
will set in, accompanied by light¬ 
ning and thnnder and excessive 
rains falling on the 2od, 3rd, and 
4tb June.

Boats of Ana.ri Made Without Metal 

Without nails, screws or bolts, the 
ingenious,natives of Anam, a country 
lying south of Chtua within the 
French protectorate, are able to build 
strong, light boats, some of them of 
large size, containing no metal of 
any kind. These sampans, as the na¬ 
tive boats are called, are made of 
five planks, joined together without 
curving^ or the uso of ribs from one 
end tn the other.l The planks used 
are pierced at Intervals of about eight 
inches at points directly opposite 
each other. These perforations form 
mortises In the shape of double eye¬ 
lets, through which rattan ropes are 
parsed, tightly binding them together. 
The Joint:, are calked with vegetable 
fibre, and over these points are laid 
short lengths of board, lapping over 
one another. These act as stiffeners, 
strongly reinforctng the boat from 
end to end and making It. water¬ 
tight.
